| Khartoum, May 6.—Bringing with him 
six pigmies from the Tturl forest. gen- 
erally known as the Stanley forest (Con- 
go Free State), Colonel Harrison, the well 
krown explorer, arrived here yesterday 
from the south. The little people, four 
of whom are men and two women, are 
all between eighteen and thirty-four years 
cf age, and their height jis. from .3 feet | 
8 inches to 4 feet 6 inches. 

They came of their own free’ pill and 
will proceed to London. Colonel Harri- 
son has promised td send them back if 
they wish it, but he thinks they will 
probably prefer to stay in England. The 
pigmies are still fairly nwmerous, and 
live on the outskirts of the great forest, 
rarely penetrating into its interior ex- 
cept for purposes of concealment. 

The colonel found them quite friendly 
when he had onte gained their confidence, 
but a week before he left they attacked 
a caravan belonging to the Congo gvuv- 
ernment, killing seventeen porters and 
escaping into the depths of the forest. 

The little men are of a warlike dispo- 
sition and dwell in small villages, each 
ruled by an independent chief. Their 
houses consist of erections of. sticks cov- 
ered with leaves. The pigmies wear 
hardly any clothing. 

Old Age at Forty. | 

Some of them have hair on the breast 
ord legs, but the large majority are free 
from it. The maximum age they attain 
is forty years. 

Most of them appear quite intelligent 
and one woman is remarkable for her 
‘good figure. Their distinguishing fea- 
tures are thick lips and noses, while 
their complexion is sallow. 

The sirdar, Sir Francis Wingate, and 
several officers paid a visit to the pig- 
mies today, hetpéd them to procure cloth- 
| ing and sent them to the hospital, where 
| they were photographed. 
| Colonel Harrison spent three weeks 
with the natives hunting okapi, but ow- 
ing to the denseness of the forest it 
was impossible to shoot any specimens 
| Of the rare animal. Two skins, however. 
were procured from the natives, both 
badly cut.

$15,000,000 Electrical Power | 
\. #lant—Yerkes May Join

London, May 6.—Samuel Insul, of Chi- 
cago, is expected in London shortly in 
connection with his efforts to estabilsh 
& great electrical power development 
piant. His presence is necessary at this 
time because of the investigations which 
& cOmmittee of the houses of parliament 
is making, looking to the granting of a 

Ve franchise. I am told that Mr. Insul's | 
Weencial arrangements are complete, but 
his precise position with reference to the 
electric power bill now before pariia- 
mnt is not known here. This bill pro- 
vides for an expenditure of $15,000,000 
and is opposed by the London county, 
council. There is an impression that 
this bill is a sort of feeler, introduced 
for the purpose of discovering any seri- 
ous objections, and profiting thereby 
when Mr. Insul makes his open declara- 
tion for an execlusive franchise. It is 
stated that Mr. Insul has been requested 
to appear before the parliamentary com- 
mittee upon the present bill and that he 
has signified his intention of doing so. 

There is no general power generating 
plant in London and the field is a gilt 
edged one. There would be plenty of de- 
mand for the power and it is not abso- 
lutely unlikely that Charles T. Yerkes 
would participate in the undertaking in 
the interest of his underground railway 
enterprise and might permit the power 
transmission wires to be run through 
his tunnels. According to those who 
have considerable knowledge of the situ- 
ation, there is not likely to be any bill 
for this purpose passed during the pres- 
ent term of parliament. 

Investigation of the gas industry in 
this country in all its phases is to be 
made by Ernest C. Brown, editor and 
proprietor of.The Progressive Age, pub- 
lished in New York, solely in the inter- 
ests of the gas business of America.

The Burman carries 
this faith to such an extreme that no 
medicine in a liquid form is used (the 
agony of taking it is over too soon), and 
the common method of applying the 
dose is to rub it on the tongue in the 
Yorm of a powder, so that none of the 
taste may be lost.

Fortunately—so noble peers think—the 
possession of a baronetcy does not give 
its possessor the right to sit in the house 
of lords. If it did the upper house, al- 
ready threatened with an organ grinder 
and a crossing sweeper, would have to 
welcome to its meetings one and per- 
haps two ex-cab drivers. The first of 
these is Sir George Augustus Jervis 
Meredyth, who up to a few months ago 
was driving a cab about the streets of 
Hobart Town, Tasmania. He has suc- 
ceeded to the baronetcy as the first cousin 
of Sir Edward Henry John 
who died in October last, leaving a widow 
and two daughters. Accompanied by a 
youthful bride forty years his junior 
the ex-cab driver has just arrived by 
steerage from the Antipodes to take pos- 
session of the remnant of the ancestral 
estate in the County Kildare, Ireland. 
When the tenants can be persuaded to 
pay their rent it yields an income of 
about $2,000 a year. . 

Story of His Life. 


“I am 73 years of age,” the old fellow 
said the other day, “‘and since I was a 
boy I have earned my living in twenty 
different ways, but always by hard work. 
Now I want to live for the rest of my 
days without working, and I think I de- 
serve it. It is for that my wife and 
I have come 16,000 miles by steerage. 
As the title is thrown in like a chromo 
without any extra charge, why, of course, 
I take that, too, but if nothing went with 
it I wouldn't cross the street for it. 
Folk will ‘Sir George’ me I suppose, and 
I'll have to stand it, but I’m not going 
to sling on any style and try to live up 
to it.” 

The democratic baronet's father was 
a British major, and his son received a 
good education as far as it went. It 
would have gone further if he hadn't 
tried to blow up his schoolmaster with 
gun powder. Soon after that escapade 
he was turned adrift to shift for him- 
self. For three years he worked—as a

What it needs is earnest and 
loving obedience to law, and that we 
lack. We are a lawless people. We go 
our own way. The histroy of our past 
life has made us so. Every individual 
thinks that liberty means acting accord- 
ing to hfs own sweet will. What, more 
than anything else, we need in this 
country, 
black and white, rich and poor, educated 
and ignorant—of a spirit of loving and 
earnest obedience to law of man, be- 
cause that is the exponent and expres- 
sion of the law of God. And the rich 
need it just as much as the poor. And 
the educated need it just as much 
the ignorant. In fact, 


N an address delivered at the. recent 
educational conference at Columbia, 
Colone, G. A. Gordon, of Savannah, 
made some important and valuable sug- 
gestions relative to the part the public 
schools of the land ehould play in teach- 
ing that respect for the law which 
must be the basis of any complete civill- 
gation. The subject assigned Colonel, Gor- 
don was “Public Order and the Public 
@chools.”” In the course of his adaress 
he said: 
“Ts not the very existence of public 
echools a guarantee that a stage of civill- 
gation has been reached which insures 
public order? How can a civilization be 
Gefended if it does not assure public 
order? Of what use are the public 
echools unless they educate the children 


educated; not those by the ignorant and 


to be law-abiding, kaw-respecting citi- 
zens? 

“We all know how we should like to 
answer these questions. If a foreigner 
were to ask them, could we truthfully 
say that ee is today 
abreast of the rest of Mae civilized world 
as regards public order? Could we boast 
of what our public schools are doing to 
improve existing conditions? I think not. 
The very fact that these two things, pub- 
lic order and the public schools, are 
thus linked together, shows that think- 
ing men are dissatisfied with the present 
low standard of public order, not alone in 
the south, but in all parts of this coun- 
¢ry, and thet they look to the public 
echools, the craflle of the education of 
the vast miajority of our citizens, to 
better the situation. 

An Ounce of Prevention. 

*an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure. Sentiments and opinions 
and prejudices of mature men cannot be 
changed Uy argument. Passion seldom 
yields to persuasion, and it is a thank- 
jess task to oppose friends and neigh- 
bors with threats of death when they 
stray from, the paths of law and order. 
Far better train them in youth to a dif-

“This is an appallim@:z indictment; yet 
who can gainsay its truth? The centu- 
ries-old query recurs: ‘What shall we do 
to be saved?” Saved from ourselves! 

“When we plead with men for an at- 
titude of respect towards the.law, they 
reply that they want justice, not the 
kind of law which so often fails to bring 
justice. When we demand.that lawless- 
ness cease, men cite laws which aré vio- 
lated with impunity every day ~wecause 
the seniment of the community is against 
their enforcement. When we argue that 
disregard of unpopular laws leads gradu- 
ally to a contempt for all laws, which, 
leads straight to anarchy, men 
reply that they are too busy to consider 
or give weight to such remote contingen- 
cies. The universities, through § their 
professors and students, are constantly 
calling attention to the necessity of 
stamping out lawlessness and civil dis- 
order, but the increment of gain in pub- 
lic order is almost imperceptible, be- 
cause the large majority of our citizens 
have not been educated to respond to 
such appeals. The keynote is struck, 
but the instrument has been improperly 
tuned. and there is no answering vibra- 
tion to a sound pitched in so lofty a key.

| paying his own proportion of the actual 
cost. Contracts for supplying the board 
for such quarters will be let out to the 
lowest responsible bidders and each man 
will pay his share of the contract price. 
If he chooses, however, he need not eat 
'fn the quarters. There will be canteens 
|outside and a man can go where he 
pleases. At some meals will cost much 
more than at others, and one can accom 
modate his stomach to his pocket. There 
will also be coffee housés where a man 
may buy what he pleases and pay for 
what he orders. The present rate for 
board at Culebra is, I am told, just about 
$5 per week. 

The New Commissariat. 

“As to those who wish to keep house 
and board themselves, the.commission will 
soon have a commissary department like 
that found at our army posts. This will 
be in charge of Paymaster E. C. Tobey, 
the chief of materials and supplies, and 
'it will result in the men and their families 
getting their food and clothing as low, if 
not lower, than the same things could be 
bought in the United States. This depart- 
ment will import all sorts of American 
provisions and the other necessities of life 
and will furnish them to the men at a 
little over their actual cost, including 
that of managing the department. It is 
probable that fresh meat will be sent 
down from America and kept in coid 
storage here. and that the commissariat 
may also furnish ice and vegetables. 


Cost of Provisions at Panama. 

At’ present nearly every good thing eaten 
at Panama comes from abroad. The 
isthmian soil is good and the climate 
such that almost anything can be raised: 
but we get our sweet potatoes from Peru, 
Irish potatoes and cabbages from New 
York, and other vegetables from New 
Orleans. Everything is high. Chickens, 
for instance, cost 75 cents each. and eggs 
about 50 cents a dozen. Eggs are sold in 
the market in couples, two being wrapped 
up in a corn husk With strings about the 
middle and at the ends to keep them from 
breaking. Fish are to be had in great 
variety and comparatiyely cheap. Fresh 
meat is dear and poor in compartson with 
that of the United States. 

Tropical fruits are delicious and cheap. 
One can buy a pineapple for 7 cents and 
a cocoanut for 5 cents, while bananas cost 
! cent each. One of the best fruits here 
is the papaya. It looks Hke a cross be- 
tween a muskmelon and a gigantic cu- 
cumber, and when cut open shows a rich 
yellow flesh. The papaya is eaten with a 
spoon; it is much liked for breakfast or 
dessert. It grows at the top of a little 
tree, being attached by a stem 
he trunk.

‘Trather than for that prompt action 
|which must be the basis of al] sensi- 
ble rate regulation. It was charged 
that the fine Italian hands of the 
‘railroads were to be seen in the shap- 
ing of this proposed legislation, and 
certainly the support it received in 
certain directions seemed to warrant 
this suspicion; President Roosevelt 
gave the court idea his hearty ap- 
proval, but the president is not a law- 
yer and a little thing like the consti- 
tution does not trouble him. 

The democrats in congress contend- 


for the correction of existing railroad 
abuses was such as would give to the 


unmistakable terms, the power to fix 
rates. They argued that there was 
no call for the creation of a‘new court 
and the appointment of a lot of addi- 
tional judges, as contemplated by the 
Townsend-Esch bill, taking the ground 
that not only would such transfer of 
legislative power to the judiciary be 
unconstitutional, but also that there 
are now plenty of courts to pass upon 


the only thing with which the courts 
have to do. 

Attorney General Moody sustains 
their contention with regard to the 
unconstitutionality of such transfer of 
legislative power to the courts.

In short, the attorney 
general distinctly and unequivocally 
gives his indorsement to the policy 
advocated by the democrats in con- 
gress, repudiating that supported by 
the republicans and by the president. 
Incidentally, but this is merely an 
incident, the effect of his opinion is 
to give approval to the wisdom of the 
senate in refusing to permit an un- 
constitutional bill to be rushed 
through that body as it was, under 
republican whip and spur, railroaded 
through the house. 


Good Roads and the RFR’ F. D. 

The marvelous growth of the rural 
free delivery system during the last 
three years has accomplished some- 
thing valuable aside from the purpose 
for which it was established: it has 
given a substantial impetus to the 
good roads propaganda. Its office in 
this latter respect should increase the 
esteem in which it is already held by 
both its town and country benefici- 
aries, since each will profit in like 
degree by the improvement of public 
highways in the south as well as oth- 
er sections of the United States. 

There is every reason why goud 
roads and rural free delivery should 
make common cause. Inadequate or 
impassable roads handicap the ex- 


}tension of the rural delivery service. 
Uncle Sam cannot supply the carrier | 


and the road, too, nor does he compel 
the former to discharge his duties 
when the latter is in no condition for 
safe or expeditious travel. If the car- 
rier chooses to deliver his mail when 
his route is almost impassable from 
bogs, holes, ditches or impossible 
grades, it is a voluntary heroism on 
his part. The government expressly 
stipulates that dangerous or impass3a- 
ble roads relieve a carrier from obli- 
gation to deliver the mail entrusted 


route is so repaired by man or nature 
as to permit the performance of his 
work with no more than ordinary dif- 
ficul ies. 

This eminently just provision has 
doubtless already operated to improve 
appreciably the status of the roads 
along the old routes. It has, too, re- 
sulted in the construction of new high- 
ways. since the government holds out 
the inducement of rura] free delivery 
as the reward for such enterprise. In 
some instances it took the people liv- 
ing at some distance from a postoffice 
a few months to discover the mani- 
fold advantages of having their mail 
delivered at their doors, with the ad- 
ditional return privileges. Gradually, 
however, they found that it meant a 
radical economy in time, a rapid 
dwindling of the disadvantages of ru- 
ra] existence, and incomparably closer 
contact with the mental and physical 
stimulus of the outer world. 

Simultaneously, the very practical 
value of good roads began to manifest 
itself in a convincing way. The large 
planter and the truck farmer enjoyed 
easier and less costly access to the 
markets. Where, in many instances, 
they had previously been compelled 
on account of miserable roads to 
make two or three trips a week with 
small] loads, they discovered with the 
advent of decent highways that they 
could market their produce with avout 
one-third the usual labor and ex- 


pense.

rarely come to young men of his age. 

If you asked him to detail the in- 
gredients of the prescription, he 
would probably have difficulty in do- 
ing so. Tothose who have watched his 
public and private career, however, 
the answer is comparatively simple; 
he simply has all the traits which 
men who ought to know tell us are 
necessary for success, with a few oth- 
ers superadded. He began his work 
with a definite aim in view and an 
endless confidence in his own abili- 
ties. He studied the intricacies of 
the cycling game at that time and de- 
‘cided that there was within himselr 
the material to arrive at the top rung 
of the ladder. He also knew that 
this could not be attained by simply 
wishing it. The task involved plenty 
of hard work and keen observation of

Respect for the Law. 

In his admirable address delivered 
at the recent educational conference 
at Columbia, Colonel G. A. Gordon, of 
Savannah, advocates in strong terms 
the teaching of the principles of gov- 
ernment, of respect for the law, in 
the public schools, 

There is much food for thought in 
Colonel Gordon’s address, a full syn- 
opsis of which is presented in anoth- 
er column of The Constitution today. 
‘The need for inculcating in the minds 
ft the people of the United States, 
and perhaps of the southern states in

‘particular, a higher respect for the. 


‘law in the interest of a better stand- 
ard of public order, must be manifést 
ito all thinking men. No civilization 
is secure which does not have respect 
for the law as its corner stone. Only 
through such respect can public or- 
der be insured. 

That the public schools can and 
‘Should play an important part in the 
|training of the youth to a realization 
of the civic duties of the people goes 
without the saying. Every boy and 
every girl become,in time,a factor in 
the creation of that public opinion 
which, in the last analysis, deter- 
mines the standard of 2 country’s civ- 
ilization. It is highly essential, therc- 
fore, that from earliest youth the mind 
should be shaped along the lines most 
certain to develop the best citizenship. 

Colonel Gordon advances some high- 
ly interesting sugyestions in this di- 
rection. His address is sure to com- 
mand attention among the thinking 
men of the south. 


Another Crisis in Crete. 

The great contest being waged in 
the Far East between Russia and 
Japan has temporarily obscured some 
current events of significant portent 
elsewhere in Europe, notably in the 
little isle of Crete. The Cretan situ- 
ation is serious enough to gravely con- 
cern the chancellories of Europe, for 
it is pregnant with rival national am- 
bitions that are expected to some day 
plunge all Europe in war. 

Since the Cretans rebelled so suc 
cessfully against Moslem rule that 
the powers were forced to intervene 
to keep the sultan from annihilating 
the half million brave inhabitants of 
that historical island, Prince George or 
Greece has governed the island as 
high commissioner on the part of Eng- 
land, Russia, France and Italy. In the 
six years of his administration the 
the prince has not gained the confi- 
dence and good will of the Cretans, 
although they are pro-Greek in senti- 
ment and largely allied to the Greeks 
by consanguinity and forgotten centu- 
ries of tradition. Prince George is ac- 
cused of being an incompetent auto- 
crat, ruling selfishly through a lot of 
Greek carpet-baggers, establishing no 
real reforms and hindering rather than 
helping the progress of the island. 

Crete has a legislative assembly 
most democratic in its composition, 
and these legislators, responding to 
the deep sentiment of their compatri- 


clared by vote the annexation of Crete 
[to Greece in the following rather em- 
| phatic language:

From all present indications, trouble 
is again brewing in Crete, and, in any 
levent, it is probable that a successor 
| to Prince George will 
chosen if the Cretans are to be pla- 
cated. If repressive steps are taken 
by the powers, the islanders will be 
incited to add another bloody chapter 
to their revolutionary history, and as 
fighters they are hardly second to the 
fierce Albanians. 

But the gravity of the situation lies 
in its influence upon the peace of Eu- 
rope.

I said that more than a million dollars 
of the original cost of the construction 
and equipment of the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad was paid out of net profits 
earned before completion, and that it al- 
ways paid handsomely under the direct 
management of the state. better even 
than under the lease. though our popu- 
lation was only one-half what it is now. 
Mr. Brown denies this, and says that 
while it only paid the state $2,189,550, 
the staf had to pay out from the treas- 
ury for ite expenses of operation after 
its completion $3,610,662.97, besides need- 
ing to spend on September |, 1870, $522,- 
GO0O more. 

My statements are based on official 
reports which had to be backed up wh 
“cash to balance.” Mr. Brown says that 
his figures are based on sworn testimony 
and certain acts of the legislature cited 
by him. 

The testimony alluded-to by him was 
delivered on an ex parte affidavit, June 
8, 1886, sixteen years after the lease, Dy 
A. L. Harris, who was prominent during 
the reconstruction regime. When ana- 
lyzed, the only thing Mr. Harris swore, 
was that certamm opinions were correct 
which he had expressed in 1870, and the 
substance of those opinions was that in 
hig judgment, in September, 1870, $522,- 
000 was then needed from the state to 
put the road in good and safe cond’: 
tion. The state was then being urged to 
issue bonds for that purpose. 
jon was not accepted. The state did not 
advance a dollar of the money, and the 
only expenditures made were made in the 
usual course of maintenance and paid for 
out of earnings as was usual on that 
road and all others. 

As for Tlie balance of Mr. Brown’s 
statements, I do not believe he wouid 
have made them if he had verified his 
own. citations. 
ceipts from the road, and advancements 
to it by the state, weré evidently made 
on the authority of certain arguments 
put forward in 1870 by Foster Blodgett,

who was superintendent under the Bul-| 


lock government, who was at that time 
urging that the road be sold or leased, 
and who cited book and page the same 
as are now cited by Mr. Brown. His 
errors are so patent that I have no 
doubt Mr. Brown will concede that they 
are errors as secon as his attention is 
called to them.

The exact identity of these figures witn 
Mr. Brown's shows that this is where ne 
got them. He could not have examined 
the acts cited because he never would 
have overlooked the patent error in the 
last item.

The first two items were. made before 
the completion of the road, and were 
on account of originai construction. 
Clearly, therefore, they must be wiped 
out. 

The next item of $1,500,000 showed on 
the face of the act that only part of it 
was chargeable to the road, the balance 
for current ordinary expenses of g0Vv- 
ernment. It also showed that it was 
not to pay expenses but to rebuild after 
the road had been practically dismantied 
as the resuit of war. When these bonds 
were authorized it was thought that 
$700,000 of them would be needed for 
the restoration of the road. As a matter

with a country increasing its in- 
ternal commerce at the rate of two bil- 
lion doHars per year, as the United States 
did for i904 over i903, increasing its 
population an average of 25 per cent 
each census period; its foreign commerce 
already $2,500,000,000; its 220,000 miles 
of railroad, increasing yearly from 5,000 
to 7,000 miles, yet unable to keep up with 
the demands of our internal and foreign 
commerce, although spending vast sums 
each year for added motive power, equ!p- 
ment, better rails, better construction, 
the gonstruction of canals, improve- 
ment of rivers, is of vital importance. 

The construction of the Panama canal, 
the certain increase of our population 
far above 100,000,000 in a few years, 
wilk make the necessity greater each 
year. 

Of the proposed canal and inland wa- 
terway aystem which shall make an end- 
less chain—Chicago to Buffalo, Buffalo 
(by enlargement of the Erie canal at a 
cost of over $100,000,000), to New York; 
by the Raritan and Delaware canal en- 
larged into Delaware bay; by a connec- 
tion of that bay with Chesapeake bay; 
by the Dismal Swamp canal probably, and 
certain available rivers to Beaufort in- 
let; thence by inland waterways enlarged, 
to the St. Marys river, Georgia and 
Florida; thence up that river through 
the Okefenokee swamp, and down the 
Suwanee river to the gulf; thence by in- 
land passages enlarged to New Orleans; 
thence up the Mississippi; thence by 
cana] to Chicago: This is the studendous 
project certain to be in the future a 
reality, and a blessing to the people, 
worth, in the event of war, many times 
over %ts cost, to commerce millions upon 
millions. Much of the distance # will be 
a barge canal. The lakes, the Hudson, the 
Mississippi and the Illinois rivers, bays, 
sounds, inland passages along both coasts, 
cover a larger proportion of the dis- 
tance, much of whicn, of course, needs 
no improvement. The work has com- 
menced which will complete it from Chi- 
cago to New York. The cost of enlarge- 
ment of the Rarttan and Delaware Day 
is estimated; of the short canal to con- 
nect the Chesapeake and Delaware bays; 
the portion of most immediate and vital 
importance to the Atlantic coast is Ches- 
apeake bay to Beaufort inlet, estimated 
to cost $13,000,000, avoiding for vessels, 
barges, etc., handling heavy products, the 
dangers of the coast off Hatteras, the 
grave yard of hundreds of vessels and 
human beings. 

Canal Across Northern Florida. 

From Beaufort inlet south to the mouth 
of the St. Marys river is a comparatively 
easy task, some of the inland water- 
ways being improved already by the 
government. The climb of !|25 feet to the 
summit level of the Okefenokee swamp 
has been surveyed, pronounced entirely 
feasible at reasonable cost, and thence 
to New Orleans, by General Gillmor? 
many years ago. Connecting Chicago 
with the Mississippi has also been sur- 
veyed and estimated by the govern- 
ment 

Far-seeing, patriotic men, are deeply in- 
terested in each link of this great sys- 
tem, among others, none with greater, 
more unselfish, more gelf-sacrificing devo- 
tion than Congressman Small, of North 
Caroiina.

To Georgia, in 
the interchange of heavy products with 
other states of the union, it will prove 
of immense benefit, will stimulate the im- 
provement of our river navigation. Ap- 
propriation for its entire completion, in 
one appropriation, is not conceivable un- 
der our method of government appro- 
priation. 

Small Expenditures, 

The link in North Carolina is of most 
dmmediate importance to the south—to 
the entire east and south and its coast- 
wise commerce, Of any, and to its prompt 
construction it may well be hoped support 
will come from every section of the 
country east of the Mississippi river. Our 
government, strange as it may sound to 
those who flippantly talk and write of 
river and harbor bills as steals, ‘‘pork,”’ 
and the like, has been and is far be- 
bind England, France, Germany, Hol- 
land, in such expenditures. The total in 
our Listory for harbors and rivers and 
canals has been about $450,000,000, for a 
country with 3,000,000 square miles of 
territory. France is a striking lUlustra- 
tion of the far-seeing Hberality of its 
government to this class of improve 
ment, and of its wisdom. To the time of 
the Franco-German war she had ex- 
pended $300,000,000 in kmprovement of 
her harbors, canalization of her rivers, 
their connection by canals. Emerging 
from that war with a vast war indein- 
nity to pay, she appropriated $200,000,- 
000 more. This with but one-fifteenth 
of our area, with less than one-half of 
our population. And it hag done more 
than all things else to make France rich 
and powerful. 

England has also far exceeded this 
country in liberality to this class of im- 
provement. Germany has in immediate 
contemplation the expenditure of $79,- 
000,000 upon canals. 

Yet if a senator or representative in 
congress opposes a river and tarbor 
bil] with ridicule, the country applauds 
through its press, and tries to rival or 
excel him in such ridicule, even in sec- 
tions and cities that owe the prosperity 
of the people to this class of expendi- 
ture, 

Granted that some money ts wasted 
upon unimportant work; there hag been 
no class of expenditure which has ben- 
efited so many people. 

The North Carolina Project. 

This first and most important southern 
Mnk in thie chain through North Caro- 
lina, should be appropriated for at once. 
It is only a question of time. Congress- 
man Small, of North Carolina, is giving 
unstintedly his time in and out of con- 
grees, and of his rersonal means, to this 
great work. He is of the kind who never 
give up while life iasts. 

With half of the deep water ports of 
the entire country, more than haif of the 
river navigation east of the Rocky moun- 
tains, in southern territory, equally im- 
portant to the people of the north and 
west. with the people of the south, at 
least half of all appropriations for riverz 
and harbors and canais. should be spent 
in southern territory.

York Commercial, I came upon a Boston 
special which told tn detafl of the whole- 
some effect of the pure food law of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The act is pointed and practical and is 
being vigorously enforced. 

Recently, a number of persons were apP- 
rested, tried and punished for violating 
the law. 

Canned oysters and clams were adul- 
terated with borax and boracice acid. A 
big brewing company pleaded guilty to 
the charge of adulterating their product 
with salacylic acid. Another brewery 
plead guilty to selling ale adulterated 
with calclum bDisulphite. 

A number of persons at Lowell have 
been prosecuted for adulterating meats 
and other articles of food. 

The officers, in executing the law, go 
in pursuit of the manufacturers, not ths 
retailers. 

The law makes special provision as to 
canned or condensed milk. It hag run 
many poor brands out of the market and 
will run all of them out. 

Georgia has for long years been ¢com- 
mitted to the policy of inspecting articles 
of food and drink with a view to pro- 
tecting the people against the evils of 
adulteration. 

Much legislation was hed druing the 
fifties on the subject of inspecting flour, 
corn, liquors, etc. But there has been all 
along an absence of sharply defined !eg- 
islation on the subject. 

Indeed, it is only in recent years that 
men either learned how, or won their 
consent, to adulterate quite every article 
of food, canned or HNquid, the people 
use, 


Among manufacturers, the few do 


adulterate every article susceptible of 
adulteration. 

The people need protection against 
adulteration in mill-stuff as well as in 
canned goods, etc. 

The subject is one of superior tm- 
portance to all our people, 

I am glad to know that it is probable 
that, at the approaching session of the 
general assembly of the state, the Hon- 
orable Mr. Conner, of Bartow, will intro- 
duce and press to enactment a compre. 
hensive bill, plain ane pomred in all its 
provisions, on this subject. 

I am confident that the people will hail 
with delight the enactment of a law of 
the nature to which allusion has been 
made.

Bankers’ Pool to Put Up 
Stocks Was Successful, 


Wall Street Gossip Puts Profit at 
17.5 Per Cent—Who Was Hurt 
in the Collapse Following 
the Advance in Stocks. 

Some Incidents. 


By Robert N. Burnett. 

New York, May 6.—It has just trans- 
Pired that the big bankers’ poo] of $100,- 
000,000 or more, which was formed last 
®umer fo put-up stocks and remake 
sentiment, so that corporations could in- 
cidentally dispose of a lot “of new bond 
issues, disbanded late last week, and the 
members are said tot have received checks 
for the remainder of the profits which 
Wes due them. They had previously re- 


A eelved some ‘fat’ dividends—before the 
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ptock was PoP 


@mash popularly known as the Lawson 
panic—but the work of the syndicate was 
not half completed then. There were 
more bond issues to float, and the cam- 
Paign needed to be continued. What the 
profits were is pure surmise. One re- 
port was that they amounted to 35 or 
40 per cent of the amount for which the 


members were responsible—that is, $35,- 


000,000 to $40,000,000—calling the capital 
involved $100,000,000. But the members 
Were not asked to put up the entire 
amount—not half of it. Hence, the profits 
on their actual outlay may have been 
100 per cent or more. A pretty good 
cleanup for less than a year’s work! 
The profits of the United States Steel syn- 
Gicate, which undertook the underwriting 
of the big trust when it was first floated, 
were sOmething over $40,000,000 cash, 
and some $4,000,000 in preferred stock re- 
mained_to be disposed of. This syndicate 
Put up only the original $25,000,000 cash, 
and was not called on for any more of the 
$200,000,000 for which it was responsible. 
Thus its real profits were something ilke 
175 per cent. 

That the recent stock market bankers’ 
pool received their profits just before the 
principal part of the crash in stocks came, 
epoke volumes to the ordinary observer in 
Wall street. He argued that this meant 
the big people would not offer any fur- 
ther support to the market, but having 
gotten out of their stocks, they would 
Stand off until prices got low enough 
@gain 16 guilt them. The average banker, 
in the eyes of the speculator, is a cold, 
calculating individual, who is out for 
profits, and does not engage in philan- 
thropy for its own sake. The trader 
thought that from appearances the men 
who were loaded up on margin were 
thrown out rather summarily during the 
crash Of last week. The winding 'up of 
fhe bankers’ poo] was thought to explain 
much that was previously obscure. The 
sharp rally in stocks that occurred around 
the beginning of the week was a normal 
One, such as occurs after every severe 
break, but after the rebound: banking in- 
terests did not seem anxious to maintain 
prices) They ran off again as easily as 
they rallied. Does this explain the proba- 
ble future course of financiers toward 
securities? It is a common saying that 
“as the crop period approaches the’ big 
people prefer to stand off and wait for 
developments. Two or three weeks of 
drought or scorching winds during July 
or August can do untold harm to the 
finest crops. Such was the experience 
of several years ago with corn, when 
what looked like a 2,500.000,000 bushel 
crop was quickly reduced to around l,- 
600,000,000. This is a calamity which 
carries enormous losses to the granger 
roads, which derive their chief earnings 
from transporting grain and grain prod- 
ucts. Clearly the bankers consider it a 
time for precaution. Thus far the outlook 
ig all that can be desired. Yet, if any- 
thing ‘disastrous should happen, the bank- 
ers feel that it is just as well to be 
empty-handei with reference to gsecuri- 
ties. 

They will be prepared to buy back again 
at bargain counter prices what they sold 
at a considerable advance over present 
prices. From indications the support 
from the bankers during the near future 
will be only perfunctory and not calcu- 
lated to put prices up much. 

Extent of the Losses, 

As new incidenta in regard to the big 
Operators who were hurt ig the recent 
oollapse come to light, much light is 
thrown on the probable extent of losses, 
The so-called western pool, which was 
running the bull movement in wheat, ac- 
cording to reports in usually reliable 
quarters, was compelled to ‘‘drop” a large 
line of coffee at a big sacrifice. Accord- 
ing to the story, Messrs. Sielcken ane 
Lewisohn are supposed to have taken 
over the bulk of it. As one of these men 
generally represents ine coffee depart- 
ment of the American Sugar Refining 
Company, the street got the impression 
that much of this coffee would find its 
way to the Woolson Spice Company -— 
which is the name of the operating com- 
pany. Just at present, Wall street is 
giving more ettention to the probable 
curtailment of stock market operations as 
a result of the new tax law on sales, 
than to the losses of individuals. Some 
of the big room traders are considering 
the advisability of taking a good vacation 
—which they have not had for a” long 
time. 

The Northwestern railroad imbroglic is 
undoubtedly weceiving a good deal of at- 
1ention and notwithstanding protests from 
all concerned that all is harmony, such 
is not the case. Hill and Morgan hav- 
Northern Pacific, but they have not gor 
w guarantee that Union Pacific will not 
make trouble. Harriman is reported to 
have gone to Morgan and Hill with much 
the same proposition that John W. Gates 
did when he had secured a majority of 
Louisville and Nashville stock in the 
open market.

There was some temporary show of 
strength in other quarters, but it was 
not sustained. Unoffictal reports, which 
were denied, that Lake Shore had ac- 
quired some Blocks of Erie, gave a firm 
tone to those stocks.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, May 6.—The New York Fi- 
nancier says this week: 

“The official statement of the New 
York associated banks last week showed 
the expected contraction of loans as the 
result of stock market liquidation a 
smaller gain in cash then was looked 
for, a decréase in deposits and a faltriy 
large increase in surplus regerye. The 
loan contraction was $5,780,200, follow- 
ing $9,392,800 in the previous week, 
making a little more than $15,000,000 
for the fortnight, reflecting the almost 
continued liquidation {n securities which 
has been in progress during this period, 
The net gain in cash was $1,463,500, 
which sum, however, does not include a 
transfer of $1,000,000 through the eub- 
treasury to San Francisco on Thursday. 
Deposits decreased $2,630,700, which 
amount was smaller by $1,743,000 than 
the sum of the contraction jn loang less 
the gain in cash: therefore the statement 
failed to balance. The required reserve 
was reduced $657,675 through the de- 
crease in deposits, which amount added 
to the net gain in cash, made $2,064,175 
as the increase in surplus reserve to 
$18,729,425. Computed upon the basis 
of deposits less those of $16,445,100 pub- 
lic funds, the surplus is $22,840,700. The 
cash movement for the week was the 
most interesting, owing to the fact that 
in the earlier part thereof the subtreas- 
ury operations indicated a gubstantia) 
gain to the banks. ‘Dhe transfer to San 
Francisco near the end of the. week, 
as above noted, attracted atfention, but 
ic was explained that it was a special 
transaction due to the fruit crop require- 
ments. One feature was the almost dally 
transfer of public deposits of interior 
banks through drafts upon their bal- 
ances with New York correspondents, 
in anticipation of the maturity on May 
15 of the treasury call for $14,000,000 of 
such deposits.

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET 


New York, May 6.—The unsettled move- 
ments of the stock market this week 
have restricted speculation, and the 
liquidation which swept the market at 
the close last week seemed to have spent 
its force on Monday after prices had 
touched lower figures than on Saturday. 
Forcible measures were adopted also to 
support prices and check the declining 
tendency which was itself forcing large 
selling by the exhaustion of margins 
and dislodging of stock. The success 
achieved in stopping the decline drove a 
large short interest to cover and there 
was a substantial rally. As was expest- 
ed, this rally brought out offerings that 
had been bought at the decline simply 
for the purpose of holding the market. 
Although the hope was entertained that 
the worst of the liquidation was over, 
liquidation was soon renewed in force. 
This forced prices lower than during the 
preceding week and disturbed holdings 
on margins which had been unimpaired 
by the previous declines. Opinions in 
the financial center of general conditions 
and o fthe outlook were colored to some 
extent by the movement of securities 
prices.

This prescription room is 18 by 36 feet, fitted up in beautiful mahogany and polished plate glass. 
Plenty of fresh air and daylight have been provided for. 7 ) 

Drugs are arranged so they can be instantly got at; pills and tablets, for instance, are classified alpha- 
betically. ‘There is no mix-up or disorder anywhere. 

This department is a complete drug store in itself Every kind of drug for filling every 
prescription is in this room—no necessity for leaving it while the work on a prescription is in progress. 
We carry here scores of drugs not found in the average drug store. It is because physicians know this 
that they like to have us fill their prescriptions. Another reason is: we use only the very finest drugs and 
chemicals made. 

The two prescription cases two feet wide, eight feet in length are arranged so as all clerks are always 
in view. 

The prescription cases are equipped with two fine balance scales, one at each end. It takes 7,000 
grains to make one pound, and yet these scales are sensitive to 1-64 part of a grain or the 448,000 part of a 
pound. We go this far to secure absolute accuracy! 

Powders are not weighed directly on the scale pans, but on the powder papers, and fresh papers are 
taken for each prescription. ‘This is just one of the little details of cleanliness sometimes neglected. 

Under the case are shelves to hold mortars and graduates for measuring and mixing the drugs and 
chemicals—a plentiful supply of these. Many stores have a scanty outfit of utensils. Our graduates are 
not the ordinary sort.

After being used every mortar and graduate is washed with soap and water, wiped and polished before 
it is put back on the cleanly shelf.

Revival in Boston. 

A parade, initiated by the Boston Con- 
gregationalistd as a result of the Daw- 
son revival meetings, was held on May 
|, and with the service that followed it 
said by The Boston Transcript to 
unprecedented in the modern religious 
life of that city. ‘‘The fact that Unita- 
rians, Episcopalians, Baptists and Metho- 
dists marched with the Congregational- 
ists, shows how deeply interested 
churches of all denominations are in any 
wisely-directed effort which promises to 
break through the crust of inertia and 
indifference and to make religion a more 
vital and potent force in the commun- 
ity.’ The less respectable streets were 
chosen for the line of march; the Sal- 
vad4ion Army battalion led the proces- 
sion, in which 2,000 men, earnest to 
share in the work of the city’s redemp- 
tion, took part. When the parade was 
first proposed we are told that some of 
the most earnest supporters ef the Daw- 
son meetings feared it might be thought 
too spectacular; they knew at least that 
it was quite out of line with New Eng- 
land traditions. But Mr. Dawson was 
disposed to take the scriptural injunc- 
tion literally to go into the highways and 
hedges, that is, the mean streets and the 
saloons, and compel them to come in. 
Whatever immediate effect the demon- 
stration may have had upon those for 
whom it was especially undertaken, those 
who made it must, says The Transcript, 
have profited by even this brief contact 
with unfamiliar phases and types of hu- 
man life. The cooperation of many 
churches in this parddé and in the whole 
revival movement, taken with the simi- 
lar attitude in Wales and with Arch- 
bishop Messmer’s orders to Roman 
priests in Milwaukee, to cooperate with 
the revival movement there, tells, says
